There was objection by some to drop- 
ting the word ‘National’ and final 
adoption of the rules was put off until 
the committee could consider the point 
anew. 


Women on Commilttee. 
A rule forbidding Federal! officeholders 


sitting as National. Committeemen pro- 
voked a storm of app'ause. An amend- 
ment to the rules added four women to 
the National Committee as members-at- 
large. 

Applause was renewed when the ruie 
requiring that where states have pri- 
mary laws delegates to the Progressive 
conventions ‘of the future should be 
selected under these laws, whether they 
be optional or mandatory. 

The Rules Committee, 
incorporated the resolution of the Cre. 
dentials Committee recognizing the right 
of each State to determine the quali- 
fications and manner of election of its 
delegates. 

Provision was made that where state 
laws came into conflict with the rules 
of the convention the state laws should 
prevail. Contested delegates are to be 
barred from taking part in the conven- 
tion until. their right to a seat has been 
determined.

SEGRETARY FOUND 
DEAD IN DRIVEWAY 
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Deftited 
Candidate for. Representa- 
tive, Believed to Have Fallen. 








“Michael F. Smyth of 533 North Spring 
avenue, secretary of the Jefferson Club 
and defeated candidate for the ‘Demo- 
cratic nomination for State Representa- 


tive from the Sixth District, was found 
dead at 5 a. m. Wednesday in.a con- 
crete’ driveway running along the west 
side of the club building at 3629 Olive 
street. 

There was a gash on his right cheex 
and gashes and bruises on. his forehead. 
His skull probably was fractured, 
morgue attendants said. 

It is supposed by tiie police that Smyth 
either fell or jumped from one of the 
club windows. Since the death of his 
brother, Philip Smyth, last March, he 
had often -been despondent, according to 
Orrin Stine of 2847 Franklin ,evenue, 
bartender at the club. 


intoxicated ‘T uesday Night. 
At various times while under the in- 


fluence of liquor Smyth threatened to 
Kill himself, Stine said, and soinetimes 
had to be restrained by force. He was 
intoxitatéd™ when he ‘entered the Glu’ 
at 10,30‘p.'m. ‘Tuesday, Stine told the 
police, and announced that he intended 
tu sleep a while. ‘ 

Joseph Farrell of 4702A Page pboule- 
vard,! a brother. of Edward Farrelt the 
club’s manager, took Smyth’s place at 
the door to inspect. visitors’. cards. He 
sat’ in a chair just outside ‘the entrance, 
he said. There were few visitors, and 
Stine lay down on the ice ‘box and slept 
a While, he said. When he aweke about 
midnight, he and Farrell could not find 
Smyth. 

After searching all’ over ‘the three- 
story building, they concluded Smyth 
had gone home. Farrell said che left 
his post at the door several times dur- 
ing the night and supposed Smyth had 
gone away on one of:these occasions. 
Smyth's hat hung on a ‘rack in the club. 
but Stine and Farrell concluded he had 
taken another hat hy. mistake. They 
accordingly locked the club and went 
home, they said. 

Window Ledges Near Floor. 

Smyth went downstairs a few min- 
utes after é@ntering the club, but could 
have goné to the second ‘floor without 
being observed while Stine was asleep, 
the men said. : 

The club building is an old mansion 
femodéled for club purposes, Its, win- 
dows are very high and wide and their 
lower edges are not more_than a foot 
or 18 inches from the: floor. Smyth’s 
body was found directly under one of 
these . windows. 

The earth and weeds where the body 
gah =a gy disturbed, and Smyth’y 

oO have been scraped over 
Stone, according to two detectives who- 
investigated the case. Albert Evans of 
8510 Lindell av enue, porter. at’ the club, 
told the detectives he closed al] the win- 
dows when the place was closed shortly 
after midnight.

A newsboy passing the club saw the 
body living in the driveway, about & 
feet from the sidewalk. The boy, aftir 
a hasty examination, ran down Olive 
Street until he met J. H. Shumate of 
$819 Westminster place.

The plat- 
form is meant to show that we know 
what.the nation is thinking about, what 
it is most concerned about, what it 
wishes corrected and what it desires to 
See attempted that is new and construc- 
tive and intended for its long future. 
But for us it is a very practical docu- 
ment.

They will 
wish to know what sort of men we are 
and of what definite purpose; what 
translation of action and of policy we 
intend to give to the general terms o?

From 
this time on we shall be under interro- 
gation. How do we expect to handle 
each of the great matters that must Ke 
taken up by the next Congress and the 
next administration? 

Says There Are Two Things te Do. 

“What is there to do? It ig hard to 
sum the great task up, bit apparently 
this is the sum of the matter: There 
are two great things to do. One is to 
set up the rule of justice and of right 
in such matters as the tariff, the regu- 
lation of the trusts and the prevention 
of monopoly, the adaptation of our 
banking and currency laws to the varied 
uses to which our people must put them, 
the treatment of those who do the daily 
labor in our factories and mines and 
throughout all our great industrial and 
commercial undertakings, and the po- 
litical life of the people of the Philip- 
pines, for whom we hold governmental 
power in trust, for their service, not our 
own. The other, the additional duty, is 
the great task of protecting our people 
and our resources and of keeping open 
to the whole people the doors of oppor- 
tunity through which they must, gener- 
ation by generation, pass if they are to 
make conquest of their fortunes in 
health, in freedom, in peace, and in con- 
tentment. In the performance of this 
second great duty we are face to face 
with questions of conservation and of 
development, questions of forests and 
water powers and mines and water 
Ways, of the building of an adequate 
merchant marine and the opening of 
every highway and facility and the er*- 


great industrious, expanding nation 
“These are all great matters upon 
which everybody should be heard. We 
have got into trouble in recent years 
chiefly because these large things, which 
ought to have been handled by taking 
counsel with as large a number of per- 
eons as possible, because they touched 
every interest and the life of every class 
and region, have in fact been too often 
handled in private conference. They 
have been settled by very small, and 
often deliberately exclusive, groups of 
men who undertook to speak for the 
whole nation, or, rather, for themselves 
in the terms of the whole nation—very 
honestly it may be, but very ignorantly 
sometimes, and very shortsightedly, too 
—@ poor substitute for genuine common 
counsel. No group of directors, eco- 
nomic or political, can apeak for a 
people. They have neither the point of 
view nor the knowledge. Our Aifficulty 
ig Mot thet wicked and designing men 
have plotted against us, but thre: our 
common affairs have been determined 
upon toe narrow @ view, and by too pri- 
vate an initiative. Our task now is to 
great readjustment and

new point of view and a new method and 
spirit of counsel. 

“We are servants of the people, the 
whole people. The nation has been un- 
necessarily, unreasonably at war within 
itself. Interest has clashed with inter- 
est when there were common principles 
of right and of fair dealing which might 
and should have bound them all togeth- 
er, not as rivals, but as partners. As 
the servants of all, we are bound to un- 
dertake the great duty of accommoda- 
tion and adjustment. 

“We cannot undertake it except in a

“They do not, or will not, compre- 
hend the solemn thing that is in your 
thought. You know as well as they do 
that there are all sorts and conditions 
of men—the unthinking mixed with the 
wise; the reckless with the prudent, the 
unscrupulous with the fair and honest 
—and you know what they sometimes 
forget, that every class, without excep- 
tion, affords a sample of the mixture, 
the learned and the fortunate no less 
than the uneducated and the struggling 
mass. But you see more than they do. 
You see that these multitudes of men, 
mixed of every kind and quality, con- 
stitute somehow an organic and noble 
whole, a single people, and that they 
have interests which no man can pri- 
vately determine without their knowl- 
edge and counsel. That is the meaning 
of representative government _ itself. 
Representative government is nothing 
more nor less than an effort to give 
voice to this great body through spokes- 
men chosen out of every grade and 
Class. 

“You may think that I am wander- 
ing off into a general disquisition 
that has little to do with the business 
in hand; but Iam not. This is busi- 
ness—business of the deepest sort. It 
will solve our difficulties if-you will 
but take it as business. 


“See how it makes business out of 
the tariff question. The tariff ques- 
tion, as dealt with in our time, at any 
rate, has not been business. It has 
been politics. Tariff schedules have 
been made up for the purpose of 
keeping as large a number as possible 
of the rich and influential manufac- 
turers of the country in a good humor 
with the Republican party, which de- 
sired their constant financial sup- 
port.

Who, when you 
come down to the hard facts of the 
matter, have been represented in re- 
cent years when our tariff schedules 
were being discussed and determined, 
not on the floor of Congress, for that 
is not where they have been deter-’ 
mined, but in the committee rooms 
and conferences That: is the heart 
of the whole affair. Will you, can 
you, brite the whole people into the 
partnership or not? Yo one is dis- 
contented with representative govern- 
ment; it falls under question only 
when it ceases to be representative. 
It ts at bottom a question of good 
faith and morals. 


Denounces Payne-Aldrich Law. 


“How does the present tariff look 
in the light of it? I say nothing for 
the moment about the policy of pro- 
tection, conceived and carried out as 
a disinterested statesman migkt con- 
ceive it. Our own clear conviction as

“There has been no more demoralizing 
influence in our politics in our time than 
the influence of tariff legislation, the 
influence of the idea that the Govern- 
ment was the grand dispenser of fa- 
vors, the maker and unmaker of for- 
tunes, and of opportunities such as cer- 
tain men have sought ia order to con- 
trol the movement of trade and indus- 
try throughout the Continent. It has 
made the Government a prize to be 
captured and parties the means of ef- 
fecting the capture. It has made the 
business men of one of the most viril 
terprising nations in the worl 
timid, fretful, full of alarms; has robbed 
them of self-confidence and manly force 
until they have cried out that they cou) 
do nothing without the assistance of 
the Government at Washington. It has 
made them feel that their lives depend- 
ed upon the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House and the Finance Com- 
mittee Of the Senate (in these later 
years particularly the Finance Commit- 
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spirit which some find it hard to under- 
stand. Some people only smile when 
you speak of yourself as a servant of 
the people; it seems to them like affec- 
tation or mere demagoguery. They ask 
what the unthinking: crowd- knows or 
comprehends of great complicated mat- 
ters of government. They shrug their 
shoulders and lift their eyebrows when 
you speak as if you really believed in 
presidential primaries, in the direct elec- 
tion of United States Senators, and in 
an utter publicity about everything that 
concerns government, from the sources 
of campaign funds to the intimate de- 
bate of the highest affairs of state. 


Would Take Tariff Out of Politics, 


ton Susiness Basis 
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Democrats is, that in the last analy- 
sis the only safe and legitimate ob- 
ject of tariff duties, as of taxes of 
every other kind, is to raise revenue 
for the support of the Government; 
but that is not my present point. We 
denounce the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
act as the most conspicuous example 
ever afforded the country of the spe- 
cial favors and monopolistic advan- 
tages which the lenderg of the Re- 
publican party have so often shown 
themselves willing to extend to those 
to whom they looked for campaign 
contributions, Tariff duties, as they 
have employed them, have not been 
a means of setting up an equitable 
System of protection, They have been, 
on the contrary, a method of foster- 
ing special privilege. They have made 
it easy to establish monopoly in our 
domestic markets, Trusts have owed 
their origin and their secure power 
to them. The economic freedom of our 
people, our prosperity in trade, our 
untrammeled energy in manufacture 
depend upon their reconsideration 
from top to bottom in an entirely 
different spirit. 

“We do not ignore the fact that 
the business of a country like ours 
is exceedingly sensitive to changes in 
legislation of this kind. It has been 
built up, however ill-advisedly, upon 
tariff schedules written in the way 
I have indicated, ang its foundations 
must not be too radically or too sud- 
denly disturbed. When we act we 
should act with caution and prudence, 
like men who know what they are 
about, and not like those in love wit% 
a theory. It is obvious that the 
changes we make should be made 
only at such a rate and in such a way 
as will least interfere with the nor- 
mal and healthful course of com- 
merce and manufacture. But we shall 
not on that account act with timidity, 
as if we did not know our own minds, 
for we are certain of our ground and 
of our object, There should be an im- 
mediate revision, ang it should be 
downward, unhesitatingly and stead- 
ily ip meine gg

High 
wages, eyen when we can get them, 
Yield us no great comfort. We used 
to be better off with less, because a 
dollar could buy so much more. Th 
majority of us have been disturbe 
to find ourselves growing poorer, 
even though our earnings were slow- 
ly increasing. Prices climb _ faster 
than we can push our earnings up. 

“Moreover, we begin to perceive some 
things about the movement of prices 
that concern us very deeply, and fix 
our attention upon the tariff schedules 
with a more definite determination than 
ever to get to the bottom of this mat- 
ter. We have been looking into it, at 
trials held under the Sherman act and 
in investigations in the committee 
rooms of Congress, where men who 
Wanted to know the real facts have 
been busy with inquiry; and We begin 
to see very clearly what at least some 
of the methods are by which prices are 
fixed. We know that they are not fixed 
by the competitions of the market, or 
by the ancient law of supply and de- 
mand which is to be found stated in 
all the primers of economics, but by pri- 
vate arrangements with regard to what 
the supply should be and agreements 
among the producers themselves. Those 
who buy aré not even represented by 
counsel. The high cost of living is ar- 
ranged by private understanding. 

“We naturally ask ourselves, how did 
these gentlemen get control of these 
things?) Who handed our economic laws 
over to them for legislative and con- 
tractual alteration? We have in these 
disclosures still another view of the 
tariff, still another proof that, not the 
people of the United States but only a 
very small number of them have been 
partners in that. legislation. Those few 
have learned how to control tariff leg- 
islation, and as they have perfected 
tneir control they have consolidated 
their interests. Men of the same ifnter- 
est have drawn together, have united 
their enterprises and have _ formed 
trusts: and trusts can control prices. Up 
to a certain point (and only up to a cer- 
tain point) great combinations effect 
great economies in administration, and 
increase efficiency by simplifying and 
perfecting organization; but, whether 
they effect economies or not, they can 
véry easily determine prices by intimate 
agreement, so soon as they come to con- 
trol a sufficient percentage of the prod- 
uct in any great line of business; and 
we now know that they do. 

Tariff Safeguarded Trusts. 

“I am not aya wing up an indict- 
ment against anybody. This is the 
natural history of such tariffs as 
are now contrived, as it is the nat- 
ural history of all other govern- 
mental favors and of all licenses to 
use the Government to help certain 
groups of. individuals along in life, 
Nobody in particular, I suppose, is to 
blame, and I am not interested just 
now in blaming anybody; I am sim- 
ply trying to point ont what the sit- 
uation is, in order to suggest what 
there is for us to do, if we would 
serve the country as a whole, The 
fact is, that the trusts have been 
formed, have gained all but complete 
control of the larger enterprises of 
the country, have fixed prices and 
fixed them high so that profits might 
be rolied up that were thoroughly 
worth while. and that the tariff, with 
its artificial protections and stimu- 
lations, gave them the opportunity 
to do these things, and has safe- 
guarded them in that opportunity. 

‘The trusts do not belong to the pe- 
riod of infant industries. They are not 
the products of the time that old la- 
borious time, when the great continent 
we live on was undeveloped, the young 
nation struggling to find itself and get 
upon its feet amidst older and more ex- 
perienced competitors, They belong to 
a very recent and very sophisticated 
age, when men knew what they wanted 
and knew how to get it by the favor of 
the Government. It is another chapter 
iri the national history of power and 
of ‘governing classes.’ The next chap- 
ter will set us free again. There will 
be no flavor of tragedy in it. It will‘be 
a chapter of readjustment, not of pain 
and rough disturbance. It will witness 
a turning back from what is abnormal 
to what is normal. It will see a restora- 
tion of. the laws of trade, which are the 
laws of competition and of unhampered 
opportunity, under which men of every 


“But the probiem and the difficulty 
are much greater than that. There are 
not merely great trusts and combina- 
tions which are to be controlled and 
deprived of their power to create mo- 
nopolies and destroy rivals; there is 
something bigger still than they are and 
more subtle, more evasive, more diffi- 
cult to deal with. There are vast con- 
federacies (as I may perhaps call them 
for the sake of convenience) of banks, 
railways, express companies, insurance 
companies, manufacturing corporations, 
mining corporations, power and develop- 
ment companies and all the rest of the 
circle, bound together by the fact that 
the ownership of their stock and the 
members of their boards of directors are 
controlled and determined by compara- 
tively small and closely inter-related 
groups of persons who, by their in- 
formal confederacy, may eontrol, if 
they please and when they will, both 
credit and enterprise, There is nothing 
legal about these confederacies, so far 
as I can perceive. They have come 
about very naturally, generally without 
plan or deliberation, rather because 
there Was so much money to be invest- 
ed and it wag in the hands, at great 
financial centers, of men acquainted 
with one another and intimately asso- 
ciated in business, than because anyone 
had conceived and was carrying out a 
pian of general control; but they are 
none the less potent a force in our gce 
nomic and financial system on that ac- 


count. They are part of our problem. 
Their very existence gives rise to the 
suspicion of a ‘money trust,’ a concen- 
tration of the control of credit which 
may at any time become infinitely dan- 
gerous to free enterprise. If such a

Big business is not dangerous 
because it is big, but because its big- 
ness is an unwholesome inflation cre- 
ated by privileges and exemptions 
which it ought not to enjoy.

I do not know enough about this 
subject to be dogmatic about it, I know 
only enough to be sure what the part- 
nerships in it should be, and that the 
control exercised over any system we 
may set up should be, so far as possi- 
ble. a control emanating, not from a 
single special class, but from the gen- 
era hody and authority of the nation 
itself. 

“In dealing with the Philippines, 
we should not allow ourselves to 
stand upon any mere point of pride, 
as if, in order to keep our couhte- 
nance in the families ef nations, it 
were necessary for ug to make the 
same blunders of selfishness that 
other nations have made. We are not 
the owners of the Philippine Islands. 
We hold them in trust for the people 
who live In them. They are theirs, for 
the uses of their life. We are not 
even their partners. It is our duty, as 
trustees, to make whatever arrange- 
ment of government will be most 
serviceable to their freedom and de- 
velopment. Here, again, we are apt 
to set up the rule of justice and of 
right. 

“The rule of the premre is no idle 
phrase. those who belicve in it, as 
who does not that has caught the 
real spirit of America? believe that 
there can be no rule of right with- 
out it; that right in politics is made 
up of the interests of everybody, and 
everybody should take part in the 
action that is to determine it.- We 
have been keen form presidential pri- 
maries and the direct election of 
United States Senators, hecause we; 
wanted the action of the Governmen! 
to be determined by persons whom the 
people had actually designated as 
men whom they were ready to trust 
and follow. We have been anxious 
that all campaign contributions and 
expenditures should be disclosed to 
the public in fullest detail, because 
we regarded the influences which 
govern campaigns to be as much a 
part of the people’s business as any- 
thing else connected with their gov- 
ernment. We are working towards a 
very definite object, the universal 
partnership in public affairs upon 
which the purity of politics and its 
aim and epirit depend. 

“For there is much for the partners 
to undertake. In the affairs of a 
great nation we plan and labor, not 
for the present only, but for the long 
future as well. There are great tasks 
of protection and conservation and 
development to which we have to 
address ourselves, Government has 
much more to do than merely to right 
wrongs and set the house in order. 


“—] do not know any greater ques- 
tion than that of conservation. We 
have been a spendthrift nation and 
must now busband what we have left. 
We must do more than that. We must 
develop, as well a8 preserve, our 
water powers and must add reat 
waterways to the transportation faclil- 
itfés of the nation, to supplement the 
railways within our borders as well 
as upon the Isthmus. We must revive 
our merchant marine, too, and fill the 
seas again with our own fleéts. We 
must add to our pregent postoffice 
service a parcels post as com plete as 
that of any other nation. We must 
look to the health of our people upon 
every hand, as well as hearten them 
with justice and opportunity. This is 
the constructive work of government. 
This is the policy that has a vision 
and a hope and that looks to serve 
mankind. 

“There are many Sides to these great 
matters, Conservation Is easy to gen- 
eralize about, but hard to particular- 
ize about wisely.

Habeas Corpus Writ. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 7.—When

By the outright sale of Frank La- 
porte, the only .300 hitter on the Browns, 
and a few other equally important 
events of ctrrent happening at Sports- 
man’s Park, Manager Stovall has indi- 
eated his policy for the 1918 campaign 
in the American League.

It didn’t take 
George long to realize that Laporte was 
a drone. The big Frenchman ‘“‘dogged”’ 
too many hard series. He had a bad 
fault of getting sick when the good 
pitchers worked for the opposing clubs, 
thereby conserving his .300 average. He 
didn’t tag runners On close plays at séc- 
ond. He had no “pepper.”’ And, as a 
natural result, he now has no job. 

Get Wise, Boys. 

Laporte doesn’t fit into Stovall’s 
scheme of play. Neither does any other 
man who isn’t a fighter and a hustler. 
There still are some  0players' on 
George’s club who haven't fully real- 
ized what is demanded of them, but they 
soon either will get wise or they will 
join Laporte, Lake, Pelty, Nelson and 
other excess baggage that has been 
chucked into the discard. 


Stovall further has realized that the Amer- 
ican League umpires regard the Browns as 
jokes. Therefore he has set about to cor- 
rect this bad impression. In the fourth in- 
ning of Tuesday’s game Baker drove a liner 
down the right-fleld foul Ifne.

Prayers, Music, Costumes Will 
Be of Centuries Ago, Noth- 
ing Modern in Service. 


TOKIO, Japan, Aug. 
arrangements for the late Japanese 
Emperor Mutsuhito, who died July 
30, have been completed by the special 
bureau, which has been sitting since 
August 1. The date of the funeral 
ceremony at Tokio has been fixed for 
Sept. 13, and the interment is to take 
place at Momoyama, Sept. 14. 

The resting place of each emperor 
is made a park, beautifully kept with 
rare trees acd flowers. The late Em- 
peror Mutsuhito will be buried on the 
side of a beautiful pine-covered hill. 

It is the imperial custom that the 
funerals of the members of the royal 
family are held in the night. The night 
is the time for rest and peace, and the 
night is the time for deep mourning. 
The funeral of emperors or any other 
members of the royal family could not 
be held during the bright, cheerful day. 


Everything in Mourning. 
The whole universe—the sun, the earth 


and the people—should be in mourning 
at the time of the funeral of a Jap- 
anese Emperor. 

The service will be performed by the 
Shinto priests. It will be simple and 
plain as all Shinto services are. There 
will’ be no flowers and the branches of 
evergreen trees will be the only dec- 
orations of the tomb. There will be 
music by the Shinto priests—music of 
old Japan, handed down generation aft- 
er generation by the priests. 

At the funeral uniforms of all kinds 
will be discarded except those of army 
and navy officials. The people who 
will participate in the service will wear 
the old Japanese costumes. The new 
Emperor. will wear the old costume, 
which he never wore in his life. Ev- 
erything will be of the old Japan of 
centuries ago. Even the laborers who 
carry the evergreen trees and clerks 
who perform the minor duties of the 
service will wear the old costumes. 


Language of Old Japan 
The high priests of the Shinto will 


make a lengthy prayer for the spirit of 
the late Emperor, and every word will 
be the old Japanese word and no mod- 
ern word will be used, 

When the prayer is over the Em- 
peror will place a small branch of the 
evergreen tree on the grave of his father 
and he will be followed in this by the 
Empress and other members of the royal 
family. Then the high officials will also 
place their branches of the evergreen 
tree. 

At the: service the light will be fur- 
nished by pine tree bonfires and no 
other- light will be used.

The his- 
tory of athletics,and the observation of ordinary 
games and sports long ago demonstrated the su- 
periority of the city boy in endurance, quickness 
and skill. When boys from small country towns 
go out to play baseball with rural teams, the 
latter seldom win. Farmer boys generally ex- 
plain their failures in sport by saying that they 
work too hard to be agile. But the fact that they 
are mentally slow tells against them more than 
their imaginary physical inability for quick ac-| 
tion. 

It has frequently been asserted that regiments 
recruited from towns and cities make better sol- 
diers than those that come from the toil of the 
farm. The boys from the country are just as 
brave as their city comrades, but they cannot en- 
dure as much hardship, particularly in forced 
marches, and are, moreover, more prone to de- 
spondency, the homesickness of the country man. 
Mr. Beton says that the city boy knows how to 
take «care of his body better than the country 
boy, and that this is the first element of gu- 
premacy. 

On the dll-important question of morals, the 
Chief Scout concedes that the city boy has more 
temptations to face than the country boy, but he 
believes that the former succeeds to a greater de- 
gree in conquering the evils that assail him. If 
this be the case, it is because the city boy re- 
ceives more help from a better organized society. 
Instead of exulting over the superiority of the 
city boy, if it actually exists, as Mr. Seton does 
not doubt, it is the duty of scientists, humant-

lation the cities and towns would soon sink into 
a condition of misery and decay.

CHAPTER VII. 


Princeton’s New President 


HE presidency of Princeton 
University is a position of 
dignity and consideration. 
The long line of men, reach- 
ing back 160 years, who had 
filled it, were, each in his] 

time, among the most distinguished 
divines and scholars of the land, By 
a sort of instinct, or chance—such 
as that which had at the beginning 
named the college hall Nassau rather 
than Belcher—Princeton had gravi- 
tated toward the aristocratic. Lat- 
terlv, the university had come to be 
known as “the most charming coun- 
try club in America.” Its retiring 
head had avowed it impossible that 
it should be other than ‘a college for 
rich men’s sons. 

Whatever may have been expected 
of him, it was impossible for the 
new president (who by the way was 
the first layman to occupy the chair) 
to fall into the easeful tradition of 
the office. It was impossible for 
him merely to institute a few neces- 
sary reforms and let things go on 
much as before. He did not. how- 
ever, feel any necessity of awaiting 
the lapse of a vear before under- 
taking to bring the scholarship and 
the discipline of the school 
what it. already was on paper. He 
assigned this work to a committee 
on examination and standing, at the 
head of which he appointed professor, 
now dean, Harry Fine. Students who 
failed to pass their examinations were 
dropped. rich or poor. with or with- 
out social “pull.” Work was abso- 
lutely demanded, 

There was. of course, an immense 
sensation when the Princeton stu- 
dents found that, from that day 
forth, they must ego to work.’ Work 
had not been a Princeton traditior. 
The reverberations of indignation 
rolled through the skies for several 
years, until there came in a new 
body of students, prepared and will- 
ine to live up to the new standards. 

He even went so far as to say 
he wanted the university to make its 
graduates henceforth as unlike their 
fathers as possible—pby which. of 
course, he meant that fathers, being 
settled In their opinions and in rever- 
ence for what is established, have a 
part to play different from that of 
sons, who particularly must sympa- 
thize with the re-creative and re- 
formative processes of life and so- 
ciety. That saving blanched the cheek 
of many an elderly Princetonian.

Long after the 
preceptorial system had been put in 
operation it was brought up against 
President Wilson that he had in- 
augurated it on his own dictum with- 
out having consulted the faculty. 

The cost of the preceptorial system 
Was very great, approximately $100,- 
000 a year. It was determined to raise 
at least a part of this by subscrip- 
tions from the alumni. Possibly this 
determination was a practical error; 
for it gave the alumni an influence 
and voice in the management of the 
university, especially it gave them 
a degree of control over the teaching 
system which has not thus far been 
particularly happy in its results. The 
new does not always flourish best 
under the too close shade of the old. 
The original idea was that graduate 
Classes should endow, each of them, 
two or three preceptorships. This 
was so modified that classes were al- 
lowed to contribute annually the 
salaries of preceptors in lieu of the 
capital for a foundation. 

Princeton University, which, when 
the last president resigned, was in 
such a case that, according to a 
trustee of the day, its career “threat- 
ened to end in its virtual extinction” 
as an important educational in- 
fluence in America, was attracting 
the surprised attention of the coun- 
try.
